inquiry was a disagreeable disappoint- 
ment to a large majority of the people 
of the United States. There are many 
peculiar passages in the president's 
paper. One of the most conspicuous is 
his treatment of the turning movement 
of Sehley's flagship at a critical stage 
of the Santiago battle. Mr. Roosevelt 
is impressed with the idea that Admi- 
ral Sehley ordered the "loop" to avoid 
dangerous proximity with the enemy. 
Therefore he remarks, in a toploftical 
way, "this kind of danger must not be 
too nicely weighed by those whose 
trade it is to dare greatly for the honor 
of the flag." Such a remark comes 
with poor grace from a man who was 
in the nursery, perhaps drilling his 
little toy soldiers, when Admiral Schley 
was on the high seas fighting heroical- 
ly under the Stars and Stripes, to 
whose bright colors he has added so 
much lustre. This finely-drawn senti- 
ment might be applicable to a stripling 
seaman who had never been in a fight, 
but when it is addressed to an old "sea 
dog" like Schley it is really ridiculous. 
The intimation that the admiral was 
afraid of danger is so thoroughly shat- 
tered by Sehley's record that nobody 
will take Roosevelt's statement serious- 


ly- 


Another remarkable feature of the 


decision is the fact that President Roos- 
evelt accepts, without comment, the 
statements of the captains engaged in 
the battle ol Santiago that they would 
not have taken orders from Admiral 
Schley. 
In his strenuous efforts to 


prove that the Marylander was not in 
command of the fleet he has gone to 
the extreme of showing that a spirit of 
insubordination prevails in the navy. 
"Fighting Bob" Evans audaciously 
asserted that he received no orders 
whatever from the Brooklyn and would 
not have heeded them if he had re- 
ceived them, inasmuch as he considered 
Admiral Sampson to be present and in 
command. Roosevelt seems to sanction 
the expressed views of all the captains 
of the squadron, with the exception of 
the modest and manly Clark, that they 
were of more consequence than the bat- 
tle-scarred Brooklyn. Why, forsooth, 
should such sailors take orders from 
their senior in the service? Admiral 
Evans unwittingly removed the lid 
from a "pretty kettle of fish." He dis- 
pelled the beautiful illusion that a 
commendable spirit of cooperation pre 
vails among Uncle Sam's naval officers 
and that they spell harmony with a 
capital H. 


In the president's opinion nobody 


was in command of the United States 
fleet off Santiago when Cervera made 
bis bold dash for the open sea. The 
American squadron was a headless 
aggregation of vessels. There was no 
one to direct the movements of the 
ships—each captain was to act accord 
ing to his own plan. 
The battle 


therefore, according to the chief ex 
ecutive, was a "captains' fight, 
victory a captains' victory." Sampson 
was "hardly more than technically in 
the fight," but he deserves credit fo: 
maintaining the blorkade and pre 
paring the plan of battle. Sebley wa. 
in the fight from beginning to end, ye 
he is entitled to no more honor than 
any captain in the fleet. Argument 


of that sort may be all right technical 
ly but they have little effect upon Ibi 
plain people. In discussing this BI

peddler, ranging iu size from a schoou 
er trading among the islands of ill 
Pacific to a steamer of 1,000 to 2.00 
tons burden. 


The ocean peddler starts out fro: 


Hamburg or San Francisco, the clile 
home ports of the tiade, with a deliuit 
object in view. Sailing from the foi 
mer city the course is generally lait 
either to the coast of Africa or South 
America, having in the hold a varlei 
assortment of goods likely to be mat 
ketable in the regions visited—collo: 
fabrics, 
trinkets, arms, auiimmitioi: 


liquors and all spare room filled u 
with coal 


As the largest profits are often de 


rived from the sale of coutraban 
goods, such as munitions of war to in 
snrgent bodies, and us detection b 
regular authorises would lead to con 
fiscation, several thousand rounds o 
cartridges are probably done up in in 
nocent looking cases stamped "Canne 
Beef" aud a few stands of discards 
German army rifles in packages labe 
ed "Glass, With Care." 


The captain of such a vessel mus 


possess not only ability as a navigatoi 
but an expert knowledge of the n 
qniremenls of his trade in addition I 
a plausible tongue wherewith to barte 
and win over the good will of an i 
disposed official.

nowhere except iu ll,e whale [Kbent'S. 
The tunny is a huge mackerel. Ue is a 
predaceous tisli. and Ins course through 
the seas is that of a de.-.tro..er witnotit 
parallel. So deadly is the ti.iuij to the 
schools of bernng and stmii.ir food 
fishes that he is called the hemug hog. 
In our waters lie is known mure gen- 
erally as the horse mac. ere!. 


The tunny fisheries are distinctly Eu- 


ropean, ami they are the oldest indus- 
try that is knottu in ihe Med.tenaneau 
sea. 
To capture them men IIIUM uind 


themselves together in laige bodies, 
for fishermen singly could »io nuuiiii!; 
with these fishes, which growloa length 
of ten feet and weigh over ball a Ion 
sometimes. Therefore there is a sys- 
tem of co-operation ou the coas^ thai 
are visited by tbe tuuuj. u .-ysteui 
which dates back to the I'liirmciaus. 
who were great tunny catchers iu their 
time. 


The perfection of this system is due. 


among other things, to the fact Ibat 
the big h'sbes ha\e absoiuiely regular 
habits. 
In normal limes lliey can ue 


relied on to make their appearance at 
certain periods almost to the imume. 
When they come, ii is in huge schools 
that can be seen alar, for luey scour 
the waters like ships of wai. anu ihe 
leapings of their prey and tbe leaping 
of their own bulky bodies beal ibe 
deep into while foam and latinr. 


Siuce the\ are so e.'.acl in Iheir hab- 


its, the fishermen prepare for them al- 
ways before they arrive. AI some des- 
ignated spot are spread enormous acts, 
exceedingly deep and made of ihe 
strongest of Hue. 
These are net de- 


signed to catch the tuuuies. The} are 
spread out ineiely to force tbe fishes to 
edge in and in until they are led to Un- 
real prison net. which is a vast con- 
trivance sei iu an immense square and 
powerful enough to defy anything tuat 
swims. 


As soon as tbe last of tbe school has 


entered this boxlike iuclosure ihe sides 
of the great net are raised at a signal. 
At hrst the imprisoned fishes do not 
show a"y signs ot alarm, but a» the 
net rises, inch by inch, trouj tin1 \\ater 
depths gleaming, swordlike backs ap- 
pear here and there abo\e tbe surface, 
darting with incredible swifti.vss from 
side to side of the uei. 
Each mstant 


more ot these living blades appeal- 
above the surface. 


Then the fishes begin to leap. Here 


one launches himself straight out of Ihe 
water—oUU pounds of glorious life—to- 
ward the sky. to crash back imo tbe 
sea with a Haillike blow of sides aud 
tail that makes the ocean echo 
An- 


other and another rises and falls back. 
Soon the scene is as if the abysses of 
the sea were spouting their inhabit- 
ants, for hundreds of immense silver 
flashing fishes rise everywhere at once 
within the net- 


But now a new element enters. 


Long, narrow fishing boats push into 
the inclosvire. 
In them stand brown 


men with lances and spears and big 
knives lashed to poles. Then begins a 
fight that is terrible to see. 
Tbe men 


thrust madly into the struggling mass- 
es of fishes. The fishes leap an.l roll and 
dive and leap again, hammeiing the 
sea with tails that churn like the 
screws of steamships and whiten the 
waves with foam. 
Before many miu- 


otes boats and men are drenched wiib 
blood-y water. 
The surface of the 


ocean Is red. 
Out of the smokiug 


spray peer faces now and then that aie 
dabbled with 
blood 
till 
they Wok 


scarcely human. 


Xow and then a man slips aud falls 


ameng the harried fishes. Then there 
are loud screams from his companions 
and cries of supplication from him as 
he calls to his patron saint, for it is no 
Joke to fall among those mighty bodies 
that are dashing around in their death 
throes. 


So the fight continues till in that in- 


closed space of sea there is not a fish 
alive. Every boat is half full of water 
and loaded down with living silver, 
where the slim, piratical bodies of the 
beautiful fishes lie. The inhabitants of 
the towns near the scene of this fishing 
make a fete day of the arrival of the 
tunny, for it means food and employ- 
ment for many hundreds of men. wom- 
en and children. The fish is a favorite 
article of food, especially when salted. 
and the roe is a great delicacy, which 
brings fancy prices. The tunnies that 
are caught off the Italian coasts have 
to be passed through the custom house 
when they are lauded, like any other 
merchandise, and the streets there pre- 
sent a strange appearance then, for ou 
all sides are wheelbarrows full of the 
shapely, 
monstrous 
creatures.—New

Advent and Development of the 
Edi- 


torial In Sen-simpers. 


"I know what 'leaders' aie. for 1 have 


'written them." said Benjamin Disraeli 
in tie course of a speech in the house 
of commons, and, though all of us may 
not have written "leaders" for The 
Morning Post and other newspapers. 
like Disraeli, we all at least know the 
meaning of the term "leaders." 


For more than 100 years after the 


publication of the lirst daily newspa- 
per The Daily Commit, which consist- 
ed of a small sheet printed on one side 
only and made its appearance in Lou- 
don in March. 1702. Hie "dailies" con- 
fined themselves to what is perhaps 
tbe proper business of a newspaper, 
tlie publication of the largest possible 
amouut pf news, aud made uo attempt 
whatever to mold or direct public opin- 


ion. 


At the opening of the nineteenth cen- 


tury "the leading article" tirst appear- 
ed in the morning papers. It was orig- 
inally called the "leaded article." be- 
cause of the "leads" or spaces intro- 
duced between the lines to spread out 
the article and give it au imposing ap- 
pearance in order that it might at once 
attract the eye of even the most casual 
reader. 
After a time it was called 


"leading article" or "leader" or "edi- 
torial." names by which it is now uni- 
versally known iu newspaper offices. 


At the beginning "leaders" were pub- 


lished only tentatively 
Their publica- 


tion was irregular. 
IB form they were 


brief—we should call ihem "editorial 
paragraphs" now—and they were prin-

COLORADO'S FIRST GOLD. 


Hoiv the Discovery of ttae Precious 


Jlelal Wan Made. 


On May S, 1S30, as stated in Fossett's 


"Colorado'' (1S7G), John Gregory, a 
prospector, climbed the bill into what 
is still known as Gregory gulch (mid- 
way between tbe present Central City 
and Black Hawk), scraped away the 
grass iititl leaves, lillcd his pan with 
dirt and took it down to the stream. 


Upon panning (washing) it down, 


there was about $-1 worth of gold iu it. 
This was followed by a stampede to 
the On-gory diggings, as they were 
afterward called. Gregory employed 
five men from the new arrivals and by 
means of a sluice took out .$972 in one 
week. Other rich strikes were made 
almost daily, and large amounts of 
;4old were taken out in a short time. 


The B.Hes. Bobtail, Mammoth, Gun- 


nell, GuiTOUKlis, Illinois and hundreds 
of other lodts were found, and thou- 
sands of claims were taken up. As the 
summer of 18.19 advanced the wealth 
of the ™ld veins and gulches of what 
is now Gilpin county became more and 
more apparent. Over 13,000 men were 
congregated in Gregory, Russell and 
tributary uulcnes, and many of them 
were accumulating wealth rapidly, but 
everything 
valuable was soon pre- 


empted, and large numbers were forced 
to hunt their fortunes elsewhere.—Eii- 
L'iuceriug Magazine.

Natural Fountain Pen. 


"All woodsmen know," says Paul 


Martin in La Vie Scientifique, "that 
pine needles grow in pairs in the same 
sheath and that when placed side by 
side the sharp pointed ends are exact- 
ly opposite. Fasten these two needles 
together by a thread quite near the 
pointed end, and you will have a pen 
with two sharp nibs, ready to write 
whatever you please. As a penholder 
insert the pen into a hollow twig, let- 
ting the points stick out about a centi- 
meter (half inch). Dip your pen into an 
inkstand, letting it remain for a short 
time in the ink. The ink will rise by 
capillarity iu the tube formed by tbe 
junction of the two needles and will 
form a reserve of liquid sufficient for 
the wrltiup of twenty lines. The pen Is 
fine, simple and antirusting."
